Herty  Expansion  Seen  For  Future 


The  Board  of  Regents  of 
the  University  System  of 
Georgia  have  approved  the 
annexation  of  Herty  Hall 
which  will  more  than 
double  the  present  size  of 
the  building.  Cost  of  this 
expansion  is  set  at  $950, 
000. 

A  contract  with  Cooper, 
Carry  and  Associates,  an 


architectural  firm  from 
Atlanta,  has  already  been 
signed.  The  picture  on  this 
page  shows  the  final  de¬ 
sign  of  the  building.  The 
three  -  story  building  will 
join  the  present  science 
building  on  Wilkinson 
Street.  Both  the  addition 
and  the  original  building 
will  be  completely  air- 


conditioned  as  part  of  the 
project. 

The  addition  will  bring 
the  building's  total  floor 
space  to  more  than  34,000 
square  feet  and  will  pro¬ 
vide  space  for  a  total  of 
172  laboratory  seats  and 
250  lecture  seats. 

Work  on  the  building  ,  is 
scheduled  to  begin  in  the 
near  future. 


Students  of  Georgia  Col¬ 
lege  have  recently  been 
informed,  amid  shouts  of 
joy,  that  they  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  return  to  their 
dorms  Monday  night 
March  24,  rather  than  the 
scheduled  Sunday  night, 
March  23,  thereby  giving 
them  an  extra  day  of 
spring  holidays.  Classes 
will  begin  Tuesday  morn¬ 
ing,  March  25. 

This  decision,  made  by 
the  administration  of  the 
college  was  felt  neces¬ 
sary  because  of  the  con¬ 
fusion  at  the  beginning  of 
winter  quarter  when  new 
students  were  trying  to 
register  and  old  students 
were  having  classes  at  the 
same  time.  The  confusion 
in  Parks  Hall  was  unbe¬ 
lievable  the  first  few  days 
of  winter  quarter  accord¬ 
ing  to  Dean  George  Chris- 
tenberry.  Because  quite  a 
number  of  new  students 
are  being  expected  spring 
quarter  also,  it  was  felt 
that  some  of  the  confusion 
could  be  avoided  by  letting 
classes  start  a  day  later, 
thereby,  giving  the  new 
students  all  day  Monday, 
in  relative  calm,  toregisr 
ter.

Recent  Petitions

Dur  ing  w  inte  r  quarter 
several  petitions  have 
been  submitted  to  Col¬ 
lege  Government  As¬ 
sociation.  After  a  peti¬ 
tioned  recommendation  is 
passed  by  CGA, it  is  then 
presented  to  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Student  Re¬ 
lations  for  final  approval. 
Some  of  the  rule  changes 
resulting  from  these  pe¬ 
titions  are  already  in  ef¬ 
fect. 


The  Handbook  states 
(page  73)  that  ‘‘Students 
are  requested  not  to  bor¬ 
row  or  drive  anyone 
else's  car."  Deletion  of 
this  rule  was  requested 
by  the  petition  submitted 
at  the  January  28th  meet¬ 
ing  of  CGA.  It  was  point¬ 
ed  out  that,  since  the  col¬ 
lege  is  not  held  respon¬ 
sible  for  an  accident,  this 
rule  was  a  useless  re¬ 
striction.  CGA  and  Stu¬ 
dent-Faculty  voted  to  ap¬ 
prove  this  change.  There¬ 
fore,  the  loaning  of  a 
car  is  now  the  privilege 
and  responsibility  of-  the 
owner. 


No  women  students  have 
previously  been  allowed 
to  visit  in  men's  resi¬ 
dences.  (See  Handbook, 
p.  77-111  A -3).  As  a 

result  of  a  petition  to  re¬ 
move  this  rule,  it  has 
been  changed  for  upper¬ 
classmen,  although  it  is 
still  in  effect  for  fresh¬ 
men.  The  petition  was 
passed  (  as  presented) 
by  CGA  and  student  body 
vote;  it  was  passed  by 
the  Faculty  Committee 
with  an  ammendment  in¬ 
volving  freshmen.  The 
rule,  which  is  now  in  ef¬ 
fect,  reads  as  follows: 
“freshmen  women  may 
not  visit  in  men's  re¬ 
sidences." 

A  third  petition  submit¬ 
ted  this  quarter  involved 
nightly  room  check  in  wo¬ 
men's  dormitories.  The 
reasoning  behind  the  pe¬ 
tition  was  that  room  check 
is  inconsistent  with  the 
ideals  of  our  honor  sys¬ 
tem.  This  petition  was 
defeated  by  CGA  for  sev¬ 
eral  reasons.  The  gist
